Gu ilty on three of fiv e perju ry 
cou nts, the Criminal Dist. Cou rt 
ju ry decided at 1:30 a.m., after 
deliberating two hou rs and 40 
minu tes. 
“I really shou ldn’t complain,’’ 
said Andrews with a heav y sigh 
moments before he was hu stled 
off to jail. “If I didn t hav e bad 
lu ck, I wou ldn’t hav e any at 
all.’’ 
Defense attorney Harry Bu r- 
glass immediately annou nced 
an appeal will be filed on many 
points of law. 
Ju dge Frank J. Shea did not 
set a date for sentencing. 
Bu rglass said Andrews, 44, 
will not be eligible for bond u ntil 
he has been sentenced. Max i­ 
mu m sentence wou ld be fiv e 
y ears. 
The case went to the ju ry be­ 
fore midnight after marathon 
debate for fiv e day s and inclu d­ 
ed a Su nday session—so u nu su al 
the ju dge had to check the law- 
boolLs to see if it was legal. 
The trial was before a fiv e- 
man ju ry becau se the charge of 
perju ry is a misdemeanor u nder 
Lou isiana law. Twelv e-member 
ju ries are reserv ed for felony 
cases. 
In final argu ments, the state 
accu sed Andrews of try ing “to

WILLIAMSON, W.VA. (AP)- 
—An odd job to earn money for 
school 
clothes 
almost 
cost 
15 -y ear-old Leonard Boy ce his 
life. He climbed into a neigh­ 
bor’s water well on a cleaning 
project, then faced 24 hou rs of 
deathly terror. 
Tons of rock and earth col­ 
lapsed on the y ou th 14 feet u n­ 
dergrou nd Friday ev ening and 
it took some 40 rescu e workers 
u sing shov els, bare hands and 
earth mov ing eq u ipment u ntil 
Satu rday ev ening to pu ll him 
free. 
“I thou ght 1 was a goner for 
su re,” recalled Boy ce from his 
hospital bed here, where he 
was reported in good condi­ 
tion today after two nights of 
good sleep. 
Boy ce, of Parsley ’s Bottom 
near this sou thwestern W'est 
Virginia comnfiu nity close to the 
Kentu cky borlier, was trapped 
u p to his chest and went withou t 
food ex cept for some water and 
hot chocolate du ring the 24 
hou rs that workers frantically 
tried to set him free. 
Cav e-in after cav e-in fru strat­ 
ed rescu e efforts and for awhile 
some workers feared the well 
wou ld collapse and entomb the 
y ou th 


After the boy was pu lled free 
the rescu e trenches and the 
well, in the sloping front y ard of 
Willard Howell, were filled in 
by a bu lldozer. 
Smiling from his hospital bed, 
bu t still able to eat only soft 
foods, Bcy ce said “Pray ing 
helped pu ll me throu gh.” 


His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ben Boy ce along with dozens of 
other relativ es and well-wishers 
v isited him Su nday . 


“I nev er wou ld hav e lasted 
two hou rs in a place like that,” 
said the father. “He has more 
spu nk than the rest of the fami­ 
ly pu t together,” referring to 
the y ou ngster’s 10 brothers and 
sisters. 


“That’s why I nev er gav e u p 
hope,” the elder Boy ce said. 


“It’s a horrible thing to be 15 
feet away from a boy and not be 
able to giv e him y ou r hand 
when he wants it,” he contin­ 
u ed. 


Leonard will be a sophomore 
in Lenore High School this fall. 
His father, a former coal miner, 
receiv es abou t $25 0 monthly 
from the state Welfare Depart­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Secre- 
tary of the Treasu ry Henry 
H. Fowler offered Congress a 
stark choice today : Reject Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s tax increase and 
open the way for a possible $29- 
billion deficit, or enact it and 
still face the prospect of $14 bil­ 
lion to $18 billion red-ink spend­ 
ing. 
Those, Fowler told the Hou se 
Way s and Means Committee, 
are the hard facts of the 
nation’s fiscal situ ation. 
He said that with economies 
the gov ernment plans to make, 
and with the 10 per cent income 
tax su rcharge, which he called 
“a moderate, temporary , emer- 
geiKy increase,” the Treasu ry 
can hold its borrowing down to 
a lev el that will not disru pt 
markets and shoot interest rates 
u p. Thu s, he said, widespread 
inflation can be av oided. 
Bu dget Director Charles L. 
Schu ltze backed Fowler’s esti­ 
mate of the deficit and said “we 
are determined to cu t more than 
$1.5 billion” in spending. 
“We are aiming at a cu t of 
ov er $2 billion as a means of 
holding civ ilian ex penditu res be­ 
low the Janu ary estimate,” 
Schu ltze continu ed. 
Fowler said the spending es­ 
timate su bmitted in Janu ary for 
the y ear that began Ju ly 1 may 
now be ex ceeded by as mu ch as 
$8 .5 billion, inclu ding $4 billion 
for defense, and that rev enu es 
may be as mu ch as $7 billion 
less than had been anticipated. 
Fowler sou ght to show that 
the proposed tax increase is less 
heav y than those enacted u nder 
comparable circu mstances in 
the past. He said that du ring 
World War II personal income 
tax es were raised by the eq u iv ­ 
alent of 730 per cent and the 
tax es associated with the Korean 
War were eq u iv alent to abou t a 
28 per cent su rcharge. 


In contrast, he said, a mar­ 
ried cou ple with two children 
and a $10,000 salary ty pically 
wou ld pay abou t $111 more u n­ 
der the pending su rtax proposal, 
or not mu ch more than one per 
cent of total income. 
Johnson, in a series of ses­ 
sions with Hou se Democrats, 
has laid ou t the main lines of 
the administration argu ment—a 
deficit possibly approaching $30 
billion wou ld mean inflation, 
higher interest rates, scarce 
money for the small bu siness 
and indiv idu al borrower, and, 
q u ite likely , disaster for the 
homebu ilding indu stry . 
The oppcKing argu ment is that 
the economy is not so strong bu t 
that a bu rden of the magnitu de 
of the proposed tax increase 
might depress it—and actu ally 
redu ce instead of increasing the 
gov ernment’s rev enu es. 
Chairman Wilbu r D. Mills, 
D-Ark., of the Way s and Means 
Committee ex pressed a wide­ 
spread 
congressional 
feeling 
when he said, “I am absolu tely 
u ncommitted.”

The attæks Su nday and today 
were closer to the Chinese bor­ 
der than any prev iou s air raids 
in the Vietnam war. 
Nav y A6 Intru ders and A4 
Sky hawks from the carrier Con­ 
stellation in the Tonkin Gu lf 
raked the Lang Son railroad 
by pass bridge 63 miles north of 
Haiphong. Pilots reported drop­ 
ping the sou thern span of the 
360-foot, fou r-span stru ctu re. 
A U.S. military spokesman 
said the bridge is half a mile 
east of the Lang Son railroad 
and highway bridge which was 
knocked ou t in raids near the 
Chinese border Su nday . 
The Nav y said the bridge v v as 
one of two by pass bridges being 
bu ilt by the North Vietnamese 
at Lang Son to link with the ma­ 
jor rail line. 


Other Nav y pilots from the 
Constellation hammered a rail 
siding sou th of Lang Son and 
pilots said they cu t the tracks in 
sev eral places. 


The pilots reported they en­ 
cou ntered only light antiaircraft 
fire. 


No planes were reported lost 
in the latest raids, bu t the U.S. 
Command annou nced that in 
Satu rday ’s 151 attacks on the 
North, an F 105 Thu nderchief 
and an RF4C reconnaissance 
plane were shot down by grou nd 
fire. All three crewmen were 
listed as missing. 


This brou ght to 641 the total of 
annou nced U.S. warplane losses 
ov er North Vietnam. 


As the air war came closer to 
Commu nist China in what ap­ 
peared to be a lifting of some 
target restrictions by President 
Johnson, sharp grou nd fighting 
flared in Sou th Vietnam’s north­ 
ern 1st Corps area. 


Elements of the 1st Brigade of 
the U.S. 101st Airborne Div ision, 
starting Operation Benton, ran 
into a withering barrage of 
small arms, au tomatic weap­ 
ons, mortar and artillery fire 
from 100 to 15 0 Commu nist 
troops in a battle that raged 
from Su nday night u ntil nearly 
dawn today . 


The paratroopers said they 
cou nted 35 enemy dead on the 
battlefield sou thwest of coastal 
Tam Ky , abou t 340 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. Two paratroop­ 
ers were killed and 19 wou nded. 
The U.S. troops also reported 
captu ring 18 enemy weapons. 


Another u nit of the brigade 
su ffered 12 wou nded Su nday 
night in a 6 0mm mortar barrage 
fired by gu errillas.

SAIGON (AP) - Sou th Viet­ 
nam’s militant Bu ddhists v owed 
today to stage protests against 
the gov ernment’s recognition of 
a riv al faction as the cou ntry ’s 
official Bu ddhist Chu rch and 
hinted at a “stru ggle mov e­ 
ment.” 
In a strongly worded state­ 
ment, the leadership also de­ 
nou nced the cu rrent presidential 
campaign and called for “dras­ 
tic changes.” 
They av oided say ing what 
form the protests wou ld take, 
bu t q u estions abou t “stru ggle 
mov ements” or “demonstra­ 
tions,” brou ght wild cheers and 
applau se from the more than 
8 00 Bu ddhist followers at a news 
conference. 
The “stru ggle mov ements” of 
ex tremist Bu ddhists hav e in the 
past been able to help topple 
gov ernments and bring thou ­ 
sands of demonstrators into the 
steets. Bu t their power is be­ 
liev ed to hav e greatly dimin­ 
ished following their clash with 
Premier Ngu y en Cao Ky last 
y ear. 
The militant Bu ddhists held 
their news conference at the An 
Qu ang pagoda, Saigon head­ 
q u arters of their leader, Thich— 
Venerable—Tri 
Qu ang. 
The 
Bu ddhists cheered as their lead­ 
ers accu sed the gov ernment, 
and specifically Chief of State 
Ngu y en Van Thieu , of try ing to 
“su ppress and destroy Bu d­ 
dhism.” 
Thieu signed a charter the 
last week of Ju ly which set u p 
Saigon’s Bu ddhist Institu te, the 
Vien Hoa Dao, as the official 
Bu ddhist chu rch of Sou th Viet­ 
nam and sq u eezes the An Qu ang 
Bu ddhists from control of the 
Unified Bu ddhist Chu rch. 
The Viet Hoa Dao and the An 
Qu ang Bu ddhists hav e been ; 
fighting bitterly for months for 
control of the Unified Bu ddhist 
Chu rch which is u nified in name 
only . 
..“Tru ly , in regard to Bu ddh­ 
ism, Gen. Ngu y en Van Thieu 
has shown himself both malig­ 
nant and reckless,” a commu ­ 
niq u e from the An Qu ang Bu d­ 
dhists said. 
Thich Thien Minh, a spokes­ 
man at today ’s news conference 
said, “If Thieu pu shes the An 
Qu ang Bu ddhists against the 
wall, we Bu ddhists will hav e to 
stru ggle.”

(AP) — Gov . George Romney ’s 
final pu sh for the 1968 Repu bli­ 
can presidential nomination ap­ 
peared to be u nder way today 
following a weekend meeting 
with three of his major su pport­ 
ers. 
The weekend was billed as 
time of rest and relax ation and 
Romney and his gu ests. New 
York Gov . Nelson A. Rockefell­ 
er, Rhode Island Gov . John 
Chafee, and former Pennsy lv a­ 
nia Gov . William Scranton, left 
Su nday still insisting there had 
been little seriou s political dis­ 
cu ssion. 
Bu t at a news conference Sat­ 
u rday , the three for the first 
time together emphatk*ally en­ 
dorsed Romney , and said they 
wou ld work for his nomination. 
There also appeared a new 
tone to Romney ’s news confer­ 
ences, a tone that indicated to 
some there is no longer any 
q u estion that Romney will seek 
the nomination, althou gh he has 
y et to formally annou nce his 
candidacy . 
None of the dozen newsmen 
who trailed the gov ernors to this 
island resort, which can be 
reached only by plane or boat in 
day light hou rs, asked the gov er-

(AP) - A 
grou p of 20 Negro marchers 
strode off today on the fifth day 
of their planned 105 -mile march 
from Bogalu sa to Baton Rou te, 
following a shooting episode in 
which fiv e white men were 
wou nded and 12 Negroes ar­ 
rested. 
Leaders of the march denied 
that any of the walkers were in­ 
v olv ed in the shooting, which oc­ 
cu rred when Negroes shou ting 
“We want beer! ” fired at whites 
blocking the way to a tav ern 
here Su nday night. 
Gov . John McKeithen told a 
ewsman that the march lead­ 
ers “hav e now accomplished 
part of their pu rpose; they hav e 
gotten some people shot and 
they are going to hav e some 
people pu t in the penitentiary .” 
"That’s what they are ou t to 
do,” the gov ernor said in Baton 
Rou ge, which is abou t 45 miles 
du e west of Hammond. “When 
they come here Su nday , if they 
v iolate the law in their speech­ 
es or in their demeanor, they 
are going to join those already 
in jail.” 
The march is schedu led to end 
with a protest demonstration on 
the steps of the Capitol Su nday . 
Mou nted state troopers es-' 
corted the marchers today as 
they left the grou nds of a Ne­ 
gro school where they spent the 
night. 
The arrested Negroes were 
rou nded ud in raids on bars at 
nearby Cov ington before dawn. 
No charges hav e been filed 
Col. Thomas D. Bu rbank, 
state director of pu blic safety , 
ru shed from Baton Rou ge and 
said sev eral of those jailed had 
taken part Su nday in the Boga­ 
lu sa civ il rights “liberation 
march”which stopped here for 
the night en rou te to the state 
capital.

“We are mo v ing with the 
tm es,’’ say s an impo rtant o ffi­ 
cial o f Irish censo rship, “bu t we 
are sto pping sho rt o f po rno g ra- 
phy .’’ 
The Irish in the past hav e 
banned su ch a seeming ly inno ­ 
cent film as “Fo rev er Amber,’’ 
and mo re recent v ictims hav e 
been “The L-Shaped Ro o m,’’ 
“The Girl with the Green 
Ey es,’’ “Statio n 7 Sahara,’’ “A 
Taste o f Ho ney ’’ and “Irma La 
Do u ce.’’ 
Observ ers feel that many o f 
these films wo u ld be passed if 
they came u p fo r appro v al to ­ 
day . 
Su ch pro blem pictu res as 
“The Gro u p’’ and “The Serv ­ 
ant’’ hav e bwn admitted to Ire­ 
land, after certain cu ts were 
made. The Irish censo r tu rned 
do wn “Who ’s Afraid o f Virg inia 
Wo o lf?’’ bu t his decisio n was 
rev ersed by the appeal bo ard. 
These films are sho wn with ad­ 
missio n limited to tho se o v er 18. 
The Irish machinery fo r cen­ 
so rship is mu ch lik e that in 
Eng land, ex cept that in Ireland 
it is o perated by the g o v ern­ 
ment, no t the film indu stry . The 
film censo r, cu rrently a retired 
do cto r, fu nctio ns u nder the min­ 
ister o f ju stice. He is charg ed 
with inspecting films to pre­ 
v ent: 1. indecency ; 2. o bsceni­ 
ty ; 3. blasphemy ; 4. any thing 
su bv ersiv e o f pu blic mo rality . 
If film distribu to rs dispu te his 
finding s, th ^ can appeal to a

Du ring 1966, ho wev er, the 
bo ard rev ersed the censo r’s de­ 
cisio ns o nly 11 times o u t o f 1,047 
separate films, inclu ding sho rts 
and newsreels. 
One o f the thing s that rank les 
film men is the fact that o nce a 
“ mo v ie is banned, it can nev er be 
su bmitted ag ain. So me o f the 
films banned 20 y ears ag o mig ht 
easily pass to day . Bu t the law 
do esn’t pro v ide fo r resu bmis­ 
sio n. 


“That may so o n be chang ed,’’ 
said an o fficial. “Recently the 
parliament passed a law per­

Dr. Ralp h Lap p , a nu ­ 
clear p hy sicist, estimates.

This is far ahead o f initial 
go v ernment estimates. Inv es­ 
tigatio n sho ws U.S. o fficials 
hav e co nsistently miscalcu lated 
the sp eed o f China’s nu clear 
p ro gress. 
Iro nically , the reco rd also 
sho ws the United States ed u cat­ 
ed and then d ep o rted to Co m­ 
mu nist China so me o f the key 
nu clear and missile ex p erts who 
co ntribu ted eno rmo u sly to her 
achiev ements. 
Su p er-terro r weap o ns are co m­ 
ing into the hand s o f a Chinese 
regime regard ed by the West as 
reckless and p arano id . 
“If they think abo u t it, Ameri­ 
cans get a gu t feeling this sp ells 
big tro u ble,” d eclares Rep . 
Craig Ho smer o f Califo rnia, a 
Rep u blican member o f the Jo int

China’s nu clear p ro gress “is

The p o ssible co nseq u ences 
fro m China’s d ealing herself in 
as a nu clear p o ker p lay er are 
wid esp read and d ismay ing, an 
Asso ciated Press stu d y find s:

• ly a ho t d ebate whether the 
United States sho u ld d riv e 
ahead no w fo r antiballistic mis­ 
sile d efenses and p erhap s civ il­ 
ian shelters—at a co st to tax ­ 
p ay ers that co u ld reach $70 bil­ 
lio n as a starter. Su ch a d eci­ 
sio n, o p p o nents argu e, wo u ld 
o nly ex p lo d e the arms race into 
a new, d angero u s and u seless 
sp iral. 
—China might d o nate a few A- 
bo mbs to Arab co u ntries in the 
to u chy Mid d le East. Israel then 
co u ld be imf)elled to bu ild , beg 
o r bo rro w bo mbs o f her o wn. 
—China might u se bo mbs to 
blackmail weaker co u ntries into 
keep ing hand s o ff “p eo p le’s lib­ 
eratio n” 
wars 
o f 
rebellio n 
within their o wn bo rd ers. 
—Jap an, Ind ia, o ther co u n­ 
tries co u ld d ecid e to make their 
o wn bo mbs, killing ail ho p es 
fo r a nu clear no np ro liferatio n 
treaty . 
McNamara and o thers hav e 
p red icted China may test-lau nch 
an ICBM befo re the y ear’s end , 
o r send a Chinese satellite beep - 
beep ing into o rbit, signaling 
p ro gress in co ntro l and gu id ­ 
ance skills req u ired fo r p in­ 
p o inted nu clear missiles. 
The estimate that China co u ld 
hav e 100 H-bo mbs by 1970 is 
mad e o n the basis o f p u blished 
info rmatio n and o ther so u rces 
by Dr. Lap p , o f Washingto n, 
D.C., a p hy sicist no w in p riv ate 
co nsu lting bu siness who p lay ed 
a ro ll in A-bo mb d ev elo p ment. 
He cred its China with cu r­ 
rent ability to p ro d u ce 
1,000 
p o u nd s p er y ear o f u raniu m 
235, the ato ms that fissio n o r 
sp lit in A-weap o ns. 
Bu t Dr. Lap p and o thers think 
it wo u ld be fo o lish fo r China to 
u se co stly U-235 fo r ato mic 
weap o ns. Instead , they think 
China will o p t to u se all o r mo st 
o f it as triggers fo r H-bo mbs, 
with the ex p lo siv e eq u iv alent o f 
many millio ns o f to ns o f TNT. 
Dr. Lap p estimates China can 
tu rn its 1,000 p o u nd s o f U-235 
into 20 H-bo mb triggers each 
y ear. That, p lu s ex isting sto cks 


and a rising p ro d u ctio n co u ld 
mean 100 H-bo mbs within abo u t 
30 mo re mo nths. 
U-235 is the mo st ex p ensiv e 
ingred ient in the big bo mbs. 
Others su ch as lithiu m 6 and 
heav y water are relativ ely 
cheap .

These can zo o m 1,000 to 1,500 
miles o r mo ie, and so co u ld 
menace So v iet Asia and So u th­ 
east Asian co u ntries, say s Jack­ 
so n, a member o f sev eral mili­ 
tary and nu clear affairs co m­ 
mittees. 
By 19 71, China may hav e 
ICBMs that co u ld reach No rth 
America, the senato r ad d s. By 
the mid -19 70s, China “will hav e 
eno u gh bo mbs and missiles to 
be a real threat to life in the 
United States. That’s p erhap s 
eight y ears away , bu t time flies 
by .” 
In eight y ears, a child p ro ­ 
gresses fro m first grad e to high 
scho o l. ' 
When China ex p lo d ed her H- 
bo mb, she was at least 2Vz 
y ears ahead o f the sched u le es­ 
timated fo r her by Westerners. 
It to o k the United States sev ­ 
en y ears fro m A-bo mb to H- 
bo mb, bu t there had been no 
p ressu re to mo v e q u ickly when 
this co u ntry had a mo no p o ly o n 
A-weap o ns. It to o k the So v iet 
Unio n fo u r y ears, Britain sev en 
and France is no t y ei mere. 
China req u ired o nly two y ears 
and eight mo nths. The reaso ns 
are intrigu ing; the reco rd im­ 
p ressiv e: 
-O ct. 16, 19 6 4: The firet A- 
d ev ice is d eto nated fro m a to w­ 
er in the d eso late salt flats near 
Lo p No r—Lake Lo p —in the re­ 
mo te no rthwestern p ro v ince o f 
Sinkiang, o n a site 450 miles 
fro m the So v iet fro ntier. Its 
fo rce: 20,000 to ns o f TNT, eq u al 
to the Hiro shima bo mb 19 y ears 
earlier. 
Thro u gh sp y p lanes and o ther 
intelligence, the United States 
was able to p red ict the ev ent 17 
d ay s in ad v ance, d ilu ting its 
p ro p agand a v alu e. It was mad e 
o f U-235, no t easier-to -get p lu ­ 
to niu m; China was mo re so p his­ 
ticated in nu clear p ro wess than 
had been su p p o sed . 
—China, u nd er Mao Tse-tu ng 
o r mo re co o p erativ e su ccesso rs, 
mu st be recko ned as a first- 
class p o wer. The H-bo mb giv es 
a so aring bo o st to Chinese 
mo rale, say s o ne to p ad v iser o n 
Clu na to the U.S. go v ernment.

Pentago n and Ato mic Energy 
Co mmissio n o fficials d eclined 
req u ests fo r interv iews, refer­ 
ring q u eries mainly to a “p o s­ 
tu re statement” by Defense 
Secretary Ro bert S. McNamara 
last Jan. 23:

(AP) — Yu goslav 
Presid ent Tito has begu n v isit­ 
ing Socialist Arab cou ntries in­ 
v olv ed d irectly in the war with 
Israel in an effort to help Arab 
lead ers find an acceptable way 
ou t of the present d ead lock ov er 
Israeli possession of territory 
captu red in the war. 
No immed iate resu lts are ex ­ 
pected , bu t observ ers believ e 
his mission will be a su ccess if 
it brings the Arabs to reconsid er 
and take what Tito called a 
more realistic approach toward 
a peace formu la with the v ic­ 
toriou s Israelis. 
Arab d iscu ssions so far hav e 
centered on “ means of remov ­ 
ing the traces of Israeli aggres­ 
sion.” 
After ex tensiv e talks with 
Egy ptian Presid ent Gamal Ab­ 
d el Nasser in Cairo, Tito is ex ­ 
pected to go to Sy ria and Iraq 
with his plea for realism. 
Tito’s mission gained impor­ 
tance from the fact that both 
Presid ent Johnson and Sov iet 
lead ers hav e sent him messages 
ou tlining their v iews on a solu ­ 
tion to problems of the Ju ne 
War. 
Tito is believ ed to hav e dsi- 
qu ainted Nasser with the atti­ 
tu d e of the two largest powers, 
which reported ly also call for 
realistic policies. He is ex pected 
to d o the same in Damascu s and 
Baghd ad . 
Yu gœlav sou rces in Cairo d e­ 
nied Tito brou ght a peace for­ 
mu la only after Tito and Nasser 
had talked priv ately for two 
hou rs. This implied Nasser con­ 
sid ered it impossible at this 
stage to d iscu ss any peace for­ 
mu la which wou ld inclu d e a 
compromise 
There were signs Nasser is 
willing to seek a political solu ­ 
tion to the crisis bu t only if it 
contains nothing which cou ld be 
interpreted as capitu lation. 
Tito’s d ifficu lty lies in find ing 
how far Arab lead ers will go 
withou t consid ering the solu tion 
a capitu lation 
The v isit to Damascu s and 
Baghd ad lead ers, known for 
their ex tremLst attitu d es also 
might be d esigned to pav e the 
way for an ev entu al political so­ 
lu tion, in which Nasser wou ld 
not appear as its initiator

The ty pical d ev elopment of 
an acre of corn is d escribed 
throu gh the milk, silage and 
matu re stages of d ev elopment. 
An acre of corn harv ested for 
silage in the 
milk stage 
prod u ced 42,000 lbs. of green 
weight, had 19 per cent d ry 
matter, the d ry matter per acre 
was 798 0 lbs., the stalks and 
leav es constitu ted 61 per cent of 
the d ry matter and the ears 
were 39 per cent of the d ry 
matter. 
The sam e acre of corn 
harv ested in the silage stage 
prod u ced 40,000 lbs., in green 
weight, was 30 per cent in d ry 
matter which prod u ced 12,000 
lbs. of d ry matter per acre. 
The stalk and leav es mad e u p 
43 per cent of the d ry matter 
while the ears were 5 7 per 
cent. 
The same acre harv ested in 
the matu re stage prod u ced 
30,000 lbs. in green weight 
and 43 per cent was in the 
form 
of 
d ry 
matter. 
The 
amou nt of d ry matter pro­ 
d u ced per acre was 13,000 
lbs. Stalks and leav es were 
40 per cent and the ears were 
60 per cent of the d ry matter. 
It is the d ry matter y ield per 
acre which 
reflects 
the 
prod u ctiv e v alu e of the corn 
plant. As long as the silage is 
palatable cattle will consu me 
more d ry matter and gain faster 
on the d rier silage 
Black Leg Occu rs 
Black leg, a highly 
fatal 
d isease of y ou ng cattle, is most 
prev alent d u ring the pastu re 
season. 
Black leg is most often seen, 
when pastu res are short and 
close grazing is necessary . 
You ng u nprotected animals are 
highly su sceptible. Many losses 
occu r each y ear. 
You ng cattle pastu red where 
black leg has occu rred , or d own­ 
stream from su ch areas, shou ld 
be 
p r ot e c t e d . 
A nnu a l 
v accination of y ou ng animals 
with an approv ed v accine is 
recommend ed . 
Pastu re Qu ality 
Low qu ality su mmer grass 
can easily be worth less than its 
cost, ev en if receiv ed free of 
charge. This statement may 
seem irresponsible, bu t the 
facts often bear it ou t. The 
reason lies in the fix ed per 
animal costs of u tilizing grass. 
Taking y earling steers as a 
case in point, we can d iscov er 
many costs arising simply ou t of 
owning them — whether gains 
are good or poor. We might first 
id entify su ch costs as interest, 
tax es, d ru gs, v eterinary , d eath 
loss, labor, salt, etc. Somewhat 
less obv iou s are another grou p 
of costs brou ght abou t in the 
acqu isition, transportation and 
sale of these animals. Two-way 
transportation and bu y ing and 
selling costs can easily ad d $5 to 
$10 per head . A third category 
of ownership costs are less 
commonly recognized — that of 
price d epreciation on the 
pu rchased weight. Becau se of 
the cheapness of grass, light 
feed ers normally hav e a mu ch 
higher v alu e per cwt. In the 
spring than heav ier feed ers d o 
in the fall. This seasonal price 
d ecrease d u e to increased 
weight has av eraged well in 
ex cess of $3 per cwt. 
Ad d u p all these 
costs per steer — withou t 
charging any thing for the grass 
— and we hav e somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $36 per 
steer. For a 18 0 d ay grazing 
season this amou nts to 20 
cents per d ay ju st for owning 
the animal. 
It is ev id ent then that only 
when the v alu e of the gain 
ex ceed s 20 cents per d ay , is 
there any thing left to pay for 
grass. When the v alu e of the 
gain is less than 20 cents we 
hav e ind eed fou nd the pastu re 
to be worth less than its cost — 
ev en if prov id ed for free! 


For ex ample, if the animal 
gains only a half pou nd and it is 
worth only 24 cents per pou nd 
(or 12 cents), then we hav e an 8 
cent loss remaining to pay for 
pastu re. On the other hand , if 
the steer cou ld maintain a 2 
pou nd per d ay rate of gain, we 
cou ld hav e paid a positiv e 28 
cents per d ay of pastu re! An 


ex amination of su ch d ollar and 
cents relations seems to d ictate 
a mu ch greater attention to the 
qu alitativ e aspects of pastu re. 
Somewhat similar relation­ 
ships can 
be 
f ou n d with 
the beef cow. Charging nothing 
for pastu re it is still eas>’ to 
chalk u p a $60 to $8 0 cost per 
cow. Only when the calf v alu e 
per cow ex ceed s these costs d o 
we hav e any thing with which to 
pay for su mmer grass. 
An ex tra 100 pou nd s per calf 
throu gh qu ality pastu re will pay 
a high price for pastu re qu ality . 
Thu s, while we may normally 
improv e pastu re to increase 
carry ing capacity or y ield , ou r 
best prod u ct is often the by ­ 
prod u ct of improv ed qu ality . A 
solid stand of d esirable species 
is the 
first requ irem ent. 
A ssu red nu trient content 
throu gh ad equ ate soil fertility , 
and av oid ing ov er stocking are 
equ ally important. Finally , high 
qu ality d epend s on som e 
seasonal balance in growth. 
Howev er nu tritiou s a grass may 
hav e been in May , it is mu ch 
less palatable when matu re and 
d ormant in Au gu st. 
And , the fix ed costs of animal 
ownership seem to d emand 
season long qu ality . Unless 
d aily prod u ction ex ceed s d aily 
fised costs of animal ownership, 
pastu re may well tu rn ou t to be 
worth less than its cost — ev en 
if the cost is zero. 
Add Nu trients 
This is Pastu re Improv ement 
Month. Au gu st presents a real 
opportu nity to lev el u p the 
pastu re su pply . 
The acid test of a pastu re 
program is how mu ch grazing is 
av ailable late in the season. 
Withou t good management and 
top d ressing in late su mmer 
pastu res giv e ou t. 
Top d ress y ou r pastu res 
now—before the first of 
Septe m b e r. 
Then cooler 
weather arriv es in early 
September, y ou r pastu res will 
hav e nu trients to make ex tra 
growth this fall. You r d airy 
herd will reward y ou with more 
milk at a lower cost. 
By this time of the y ear 
pastu res hav e been u sed u p 
most of the nu trients av ailable 
to them. Some hav e been ov er 
grazed . It’s an id eal situ ation 
for some loss of stand and heav y 
competition from some of the 
winter annu al weed s that infest 
worn ou t pastu res. 
Unless something Is d one, the 
d airy herd will hav e to be fed 
storkl forages — hay and silage. 
This may not be too seriou s to 
high prod u cing cows, for they 
will pay for good hay and silage. 
Bu t for replacement heifers a 
lot of high cost feed can be u sed 
before winter gets here. 
Applications of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash, applied 
now. will stimu late ex tra 
growth as soon as moistu re is 
av ailable. It will stimu late milk 
flow ju st in time for the higher 
prices of the fall months. 
Heifers of breed ing age and of 
a d e qu a te size will 
gain 
su fficiently on good pastu re 
alone to cany them u ntil after 
Christmas, or u ntil the snow 
flies. Small animals will need 
some grain, bu t they too can be 
carried at a lower cost than 
where no treatment is giv en to 
ex isting pastu res. 
Ju st bwau se y ou top d ressed 
y ou r pastu res last winter, or 
early spring, d on’t d ismiss top 
d ressing again this fall. You 
hav e receiv ed mu ch of the 
benefit from that application, 
bu t more is need ed for this fall. 
Also, if y ou want really top 
y ield s again, nex t spring, top 
d ressing nex t winter will pay 
off. 


You may want to check on 
y ou r pastu re’s need for lime. 
Withou t lime y ou d o not receiv e 
fu ll benefit from nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash. 


Ev ery d ay of fall pastu re is 
worth twice the v alu e of pastu re 
last spring. This fall 25 pou nd s 
of hay or 65 to 8 0 pou nd s of 
silage will be sav ed for each d ay 
that y ou su pply good pastu re to 
y ou r herd . Top d ress y ou r 
pastu res before the first of 
September. 


Top d ressing pastu res in late 
su mmer stimu lates growth on 
pastu res that hav e prod u ced 
heav ily last spring. It will 
strengthen the stand , eliminate 
competition from winter annu al 
weed s. 


Nitrogen, phosphate, 
and 
potash shou ld be applied . Lime, 
too, may be need ed . 


Fall grazing is more v alu able 
than the ex tra spring growth 
becau se other forages are more 
ex pensiv e now than d u ring the 
spring months. Fall milk prices 
are higher, too. 


So they ca n put o n a 
specta cula r but sa fe sho w, 
sna ke cha rmers so metimes sew 
a co bra ’s mo uth clo sed.

Go ne Fo r 2 0 Yea rs 
Influence o f Brita in 
Still Stro ng in India 


New Delhi, Ind ia (AP) — 
Britain’s colonial ru lers pu lled 
ou t of Ind ia two d ecad es ago bu t 
they left behind a cu ltu ral lin­ 
gu istic and gov ernmental way 
of life that lingers. 
There are, in fact, some zeal­ 
ou s nationalists who complain 
that Ind ia tod ay is more British 
than Britain. 
When the British were here as 
ru lers, imitation of their way of 
life had an od iu m of slav ery . 
Now that they are gone, it is 
fashionable to look and act Brit­ 
ish. 
“Ou r girls ev en want to giggle 
like their British cou nterparts,’’ 
J.B. Kripalani, one of the cou n­ 
ty ’s old est and most respected 
freed om fighters, complained in 
Parliament. 
More Ind ian families are u s­ 
ing English in their priv ate con­ 
v ersations at home and “when 
they get angry they switch to 
English becau se it has a richer 
v ocabu lary ,” he ad d ed . 
More boy s and girls are in 
pu blic schools or schools ru n by 
Western missionaries or Anglo- 
Ind ians, and more Ind ians are 
going to the United Kingd om for 
higher stu d ies, he said . 
He qu oted the ex ample of the 
child ren of the late Prime Min­ 
ister Lai Bahad u r Shastri stu d y ­ 
ing in St. Colu mbia’s High 
school in New Delhi, ru n by 
Irish missionaries; and of both 
sons of Prime Minister In­ 
d ira Gand hi, stu d y ing in the 
United Kingd om. 
In Parliament and in the 17 
states’ legislatu res, the prece­ 
d ent of the British Hou se of 
Commons is qu oted whenev er 
there is d ou bt. In the Ind ian 
constitu tion there is a specific 
prov ision that in case of d ou bt 
abou t parliamentary proced u res 
the preced ent of the British 
Hou se of Commons will apply . 
British statu es are slowly 
being remov ed from the parks 
and street ju nctions of Ind ia.* 
They are either pu t in mu seu ms 
or sent back to the United King­ 
d om if some institu tion or 
mu seu m there wants them. 
Bu t two statu es of British roy - 


alty still d ominate the scene in 
New Delhi. One is that of King 
Ed ward VII on the spot where 
his son George V annou nced the 
shifting of the capital to Delhi 
in December 1911. The other is 
that of George V himself behind 
“Ind ia Gate,” the memorial to 
World War I d ead . 
The life-size oil paintings of 
the v ariou s British monarchs 
and the su ccessiv e v iceroy s of 
Ind ia in the presid ential man­ 
sion will remain there for many 
more y ears. 
“They are art 
pieces and part of ou r history ,” 
former 
Presid ent 
Sarv epalli 
Rad hakrishnan oix îe said . 
Manv of the games which the 
British mad e popu lar persist, 
with cricket topping the list. 
Polo is a prince’s game in which 
Ind ia has world ranking along­ 
sid e Argentina, Spain and the 
United Kingd om. 
Horse racing is another of the 
British pastimes in which In­ 
d ians ex cel. The race clu b 
fou nd ed by the British in 18 46 at 
Meeru t, 40 miles north of Delhi, 
is ru n by a retired British as­ 
sistant Master-General of the 
Ord nance, 7 8 -y ear-old Maj. Gen. 
James Noel T. Thomson. 
Gen. Thomson is among hu n­ 
d red s of Britishers who after 
long resid ence in Ind ia fou nd 
their own climate u nbearable' 
and hav e come back to Ind ia to 
spend their last d ay s. 
The Ind ian armed forces are 
patterned after the British. The 
Ind ian nav y has combined ex er­ 
cises period ically with the Brit­ 
ish or the Commonwealth na­ 
v ies.

Ca uses 
Of T ree 
Tro uble 


By U f^d Lewellen 
If y ou r fav orite shad e tree 
hasn’t grown well this y ear y ou 
are probably wond ering what 
insect or d isease pest is the 
cau se of trou ble. Bu t d on’t 
ov erlook the possibility that the 
problem has nothing to d o with 
parasitic organisms. 
Gird ling roots, for ex ample, 
can weaken or kill shad e trees 
by choking the main tru nk or 
large lateral roots. Some trees 
seem to hav e a natu ral tend ency 
to d ev elop gird ling roots. 
Almost any tree can d ev elop 
this problem if the roots are 
ov ercrowd ed or misplaced at 
transplanting time. As small 
roots near the tru nk increase in 
d iameter and the tree grows 
larger, the tru nk becomes 
constricted . 
Street trees are especially 
prone to root gird ling trou bles. 
In su ch areas, the tree is u su ally 
planted in a narrow zone of 
good soil su rrou nd ed by hard 
imperv iou s soil. Since the tree 
roots cannot easily penetrate 
the poorer ty pe. 
Gird ling roots d o not kill a 
tree su d d enly . The tree simply 
becomes progr^iv ely weaker 
ov er a 5 or 10-y ear period in 
spite of good care. If a large 
lateral root is sev erely gird l^, 
the mov ement of nu trients to 
branches on that sid e of the tree 
is restricted . Growth will be 
weak abov e the gird led area, 
and the leav es tend to be light­ 
er green than foliage ov er the 
rest of the growth. The tree 
may show poor bark d ev elop­ 
ment on the affected sid e of 
the tru nk. 
Som etim es gird ling roots 
d ev elop ju st at the soil su rface 
arou nd the base of the tree. In 
this case, it’s easy to d iagnose 
the cau se of trou ble. It’s not 
u nu su al, howev er, for the gird le 
to d ev elop sev eral inches to a 
foot or more below grou nd . If 
one sid e of a tree tru nk appears 
flat or slightly concav e instead 
of showing a normal flare at the 
soil line, y ou hav e good reason 
to su spect a gird ling root. 
Carefu lly remov e soil arou nd 
the tru nk on the sid e showing 
p oor 
g r ow t h. 
If 
t he 
constriction is d etected d u ring 
the 
early stages, y ou can 
prev ent seriou s d amage by 
sev ering or remov ing the 
offend ing root. Use a chisel and 
a mallet to cu t ou t a section of 
the 
root at its point of 
attachment to the tru nk or to a 
large lateral root. Then paint all 
cu t su rfaces with a commercial 
tree wou nd paint and replace 
the d istu rbed soil. You can 
speed the recov ery of root- 
gird led trees by making a 
ge ne r ou s a ppl i c a ti on of 
fertilizer this fall or nex t spring. 
If the tree has been seriou sly 
weakened , it may be necessary 
to pru ne back some of the top 
growth. In this situ ation it is 
best to hav e a qu alified arborist 
hand le the entire project from 
start to finish.

America suffers from—and with—more 
than one kind of discrimination. 


J ust as millions are barred from full 
participation in the economic life of the 
nation by reason of the color of their skin, 
other millions are ex cluded by an equally 
arbitrary classification—their age. 
There are nearly 20 million men and 
women aged 6 5 and over in the United 
States today , in generally better health and 
with more y ears of potentially productive 
life to look forward to than any previous 
generation. 
Yet our sy stem of mandatory retirement 
decrees that when a man reaches 6 5 or 6 0, 
and sometimes only 55, his services are to 
be considered no longer needed by the 
nation. 
This sy stem is completely unrealistic 
and ought to be abandoned, say s Dr. Irving 
S. Wright of Cornell University and 
president of the American College of 
Phy sicians. 
While some persons look forward with 
relish to retirement, a vast number of 
others, say s Wright, feel that they are still 
productive and would like to keep on 
working, either for financial reasons or for 
accomplishment or for self-esteem 
Nevertheless, they are put out to pasture 
for their remaining y ears — which could 
be as many as 30 y ears, or half a lifetime of 
idleness. 
After a few months of idleness, the 
doctor has observed, even those who 
looked forward to retirement often 
become disillusioned and depressed and 
develop a host of aches, pains, ailments 
and neurotic complaints. The “ good life” 
has become a “ poor life.’’ 


“ There is no gain in longevity , even with 
good health, if the ex tra y ears are without 
meaning to the individual,” he 
emphasizes. “ The benefits of medical 
progress are but empty gestures if the 
beneficiaries must be dependent on 


pensions, social welfare or the support of 
others, while still capable of self- 
supporting effort.’’ 
The law depriving people of their Social 
Security checks if they earn more than a 
pittance should be abolished, say s Wright. 
Retirees should be encouraged to work, he 
say s. 
Not only would it bring benefits to them 
in terms of self-respect and interest in life, 
but the tax es they would pay on their 
additional earnings would help to support 
those unable to work because of actual 
“ old age.’’

WASHINGTON — Th e international intrigu e ov er 
th e prematu re pu blication of th e memoirs of Stalin’s 
d au gh ter, Sv etlana Allilu y ev a, is ev en stranger th an 
so far h as leak ed into orint. 
Th e my steiy man in th e stoiy is Victor Lou is a 
bespectacled 39-y ear-old Sov iet jou rnalist, wh om 
U.S. Intelligence h as now id entified as a Kremlin 
agent. 
Th e intrigu e began after Sv etlana’s startling 
d efection to th e West, an ev ent th at jolted th e 
Ru ssians as sev erely as th e d efection of Caroline 
Kenned y to Ru ssia 20 y ears from now wou ld sh ock 
Americans. 
Th e State Department, not wish ing to get inv olv ed 
officially , ask ed ex -Ambassad or to Moscow George 
Kennan to k eep Sv etlana from stu mbling into any 
pitfalls. He called in h is nex t-d oor neigh bor. 
Attorn:;’ Ed ward Greenbau m, wh ose Mad ison 
Av enu e law firm obligingly took Sv etlana u nd er its 
wing. 
Sv etlana h ad brou gh t ou t of Ru ssia h er memoirs, 
all neatly ty ped and read y for translation. Bu t sh e 
also left a copy beh ind . 
Greenbau m immed iately parceled ou t th e righ ts 
to Sv etlana’s writings to h is own pu blish ing clients, 
th ou gh th ey d id not su bmit th e h igh est offers. 
Harper and Row, a Greenbau m client, pprch ased 
th e book righ ts. Th e New York Times, anoth er 
Greenbau m client, bou gh t th e first serial righ ts. Life 
magazine also pu rch ased righ ts to print ad v ance 
ex cerpts from th e book . Alth ou gh Life is not a 
Greenbau m client, it is in th e family so to speak . 
Marian Su lzberger, d au gh ter of th e New York Times 
pu blish er, is married to And rew Heisk ell, th e Time- 
Life board ch airman. 
All belong to Greenbau m’s circle of friend s and 
clients. 
How mu ch th ese d istingu ish ed pu blications paid 
Sv etlana h asn’t been annou nced , bu t it’s no secret 
th at sh e became a millionaire capitalist qu ick er th an 
any Commu nist on record . Time magazine claimed 
sh e collected a record $3,200,000 from both 
American and British pu blish ers, and Time sh ou ld 
be in a position to k now. 
Harper and Row set October as th e release d ate 
for Sv etlana’s memoirs, and th e New York Times 
planned a 12-installment serialization beginning in 
late September. Life magazine will print its ex cerpts 
simu ltaneou sly . 
Enter Victor L ou k 
Th e au tu mn pu blish ing d ate h appens to coincid e 
with th e Sov iet Union’s 5 0th anniv ersary 
celebration, and th e conspiratorial-mind ed men in 
th e Kremlin d etected a plot. T h ^ d ark ly conclu d ed 
th at th e United States h oped to d e tr^ t from th e 
celebration by raising th e gh ost of Stalin by way of 
Sv etlana’s memoirs. 
Sov iet intermed iaries first tried to oersu ad e’ 
Harper and Row to ch ange th e pu blication d ate, bu t 
th e pu blish er refu sed . 
Th en Victor Lou is su d d enly appeared on th e scene 
with th e manu script Sv etlana h ad left beh ind , plu s 
pictu res from h er family albu m. He offered th ese 
last May to Parad e magazine, wh ose ed itor, Jess 
Gork in, tu rned h im d own. Gork in consid ered it 
u neth ical to ru n a stoiy th at oth er pu blications h ad 
pu rch ased . 
Lou is finally ped d led h is bootleg manu scriot to 
Eu ropean pu blish ers. To protect th eir copy righ t, th e 
legitimate British pu blish er, Hu tch inson and 
Company , ru sh ed a Ru ssian-langu age v ersion of th e 
book into print. 
Th e h igh ligh ts of Sv etlana’s story were pick ed u p 
and printed arou nd th e world . Presu mably th is was 


th e Kremlin s aim. since th e stor/ will now be stale 


news wh en th e Sov iets begin celebrating th eir 5 0th 
anniv ersary . 
Bu t th e New York Times and Time-Life, wh ich 
paid th rou gh th e nose for th e first righ ts, were 
fu riou s ov er being scooped . Th ey began d igging into 
h ow it h appened , and fou nd Victor Lou is at th e 
bottom of th e wood pile. 
Time angrily accu sed h im of ped d ling th e 
manu script and pictu res lik e “a salesman of obscene 
postcard s.’’ Th e New York Times ran a series of 
stories ex posing Lou is as a Kremlin agent. 
In Eu rope^ Lou is fu ssed and fu med . He got on th e 
Transatlantic ph one to find ou t wh eth er h e cou ld 
su e. He claimed plaintiv ely th at h e was merely an 
enterprising Ru ssian jou rnalist, and th ere is no 
d eny ing th at h e mad e a sizable capitalist profit on 
th e d eal. 
Howev er, U.S. Intelligence is conv inced th at Lou is 
is a Sov iet agent with ex cellent pipelines into th e 
Kremlin. 
Meanwh ile, th e Ru ssians are ex ploring th e 
possibility of filing su its in th e United States and 
Eu rope for th e profits on th e memoirs. Th e Sov iets 
contend th at Sv etlana wrote h er memoirs originally 
as letters to h er ch ild ren, th erefore th ey are th e 
legal owners of th e manu script. 
NOTE — A spok esman for th e Greenbau m law 
firm refu sed all comment, ex cept to ack nowled ge 
th at Harper and Row and th e New York Times were 
clients. 
Dorticos Irk s Congressmen 
Some congressmen h av e priv ately u rged tak ing 
military action against Cu ba. As ju stification, th ey 
point ou t th at Cu ba h as v irtu ally d eclared war on th e 
United States by calling for gu errilla warfare in ou r 
cities. 
Cu ban Presid ent Dortici» , in h js opening ad d ress 
to th e Commu nist solid arity conference in Hav ana, 
annou nced a policy of “armed stru ggle’’ not only 
against th e United States bu t against oth er Latin 
American gov ernments. He spok e openly of 
organizing gu errilla forces to stir u p “ rev olu tion” 
and “v iolence” on th e U.S. mainland . 
Th is formal statement by th e Cu ban presid ent, th e 
congressmen contend , sh ou ld entitle th e United 
S tat^ to u se military force against th e Castro 
gov ernment. A pu blic statem ent annou ncing 
preparations for gu errilla warfare against th is 
cou ntry constitu tes a belligerent act, th ey say . 
Th eir priv ate statements, h owev er, aren’t lik ely to 
influ ence Presid ent Joh nson, wh o believ es th at th e 
$1 million-a-d ay th at Cu ba is costing th e Kremlin 
h u rts Ru ssia more th an all Dictator Castro’s breast- 
beating is d amaging th e United States.

Pa y the Victim o f Crime? 
Newspoper Enterprise Assn. 


What happened to the holdup 
man who slugged the grocer? He 
went to prison, where society paid 
for his room, board, clothing, med­ 
ical care— and education as well. 


What happened to the grocer 
w ho was slugged? He went to the 
hospital, where he paid all his own 


ex penses— and wondered whether 
society was giving him a square 
deal. 


Vignettes like this have ignited a 
good deal of interest in the idea of 
pay ing compensation to the victims 
o f violent crime. Following^ the 
lead of N ew Zealand and England, 
a number o f states in this country 
have cither enacted or are actively 
considering such plans. 


The humanitarian appeal is plain. 
All too often, the criminal’s victim 
has no insurance to cover this kind 
o f a situation. As for his right to 
sue the criminal for damages, the 


chances of collecting any thing are 
pretty dim. Thus he may suffer not 
only the phy sical ordeal o f the 
crime itself but a financial ordeal 
as well. 
On the other hand, the com pen­ 
sation idea has drawn some serious 
objections. 
For one thing, the government 
does not undertake to compensate 
lots o f other victims— just as inno­ 
cent as the victims o f crime. The 
person struck by lightning, how­ 
ever unlucky , must generally fend 
for him self without a government 
check. 
Furthermore, it may be difficult 
in a particular case to ascertain ex ­ 
actly how innocent the victim really 
was. Should a robbery victim get 
less because he had gone slumming 
in a tough neighborhood, just for 
kicks? Should a rape victim get less 
because she had been flirting with 
her attacker? 
S till, w h atev er the p roblem s, 
there is much public sy mpathy for 
the plight o f the criminal's victim. 
For ex ample, more than 6 0% of 
the people questioned in a recent 
Gallup poll were in favor o f com ­ 
pensating the family o f a murder 
victim. 
Will the compensation idea turn 
out to be a boon or a boondoggle? 
So far, we have heard the voices 
of both optimism and pessimism. 
Soon, with several plans already in 
operation, we shall be hearing the 
most persuasive voice o f all— the 
voice o f ex perience.

Doubts Abound 
On Viet Policy

WASHINGTON (AP) — Th ere is more u neasiness 
now abou t th e American position in Sou th Vietnam 
th an at any time since Presid ent Ngo Dinh Diem’s 
ou ster and assassination in 1963, with solu tions 
look ing less easy . 


In th e closing d ay s of Diem’s regime it became 
clear to th e Kenned y ad ministration, alth ou gh it 
seemed clear to a lot of people before th en, th at h e 
was more h ind rance th an h elp to resistance against 
th e Commu nist pu sh . 


He liv ed in h is own little , th orou gh ly 
u nd emocratic world , ru nning a d ictatorsh ip, u n­ 
mind fu l of th e masses of th e peasantry , jealou s 
of h is power. 


As a resu lt of h is isolation from th e people and 
th eir need s th e Viet Cong h elped th emselv es to th e 
cou ntry sid e, a position from wh ich th ey h av e not 
been d islod ged since. 
After h is d eath th ere were a nu mber of su ccessors 
as th e Vietnamese generals maneu v ered among 
th emselv es for power. Th is cou ntry managed to d o 
bu siness with all of th em. 
Finally Ngu y en Cao Ky as premier and Lt. 
Gen. Ngu y en Van Th ieu as ch ief of state emerged 
and managed to repress some of th e internal d isor­ 
d ers, lik e th e protests of th e Bu d d h ists. 
Th is gav e th e impression of stability alth ou gh th e 
cou ntry was being ru n by a military ju nta. Bu t th e 
United States claimed to be figh ting th e war, to 
prev ent a Commu nist tak eov er, so th e people cou ld 
d etermine th eir own fu tu re. 
Th e best ev id ence th at th e people were mov ing 
toward some 
semblance 
of 
selfd etermination 
wou ld be elections Th ey h av e been arranged for 
nex t month . 
Th ieu is ru nning for presid ent and Ky for v ice 
presid ent on th e same tick et. Th ere are oth er 
cand id ates for th e pr^id eiKy , 11 in all, and 
h u nd red s of cand id ates for oth er offices. Th is 
mak es it all look d emocratic. 
Bu t now th ere are seriou s d ou bts abou t it, with 
complaints abou t rigging and fears th at if Th ieu and 
Ky d on’t win, th e military ju nta will th row ou t th e 
election v ictors any way —or u nd ercu t th em u ntil 
th ey are meaningless. 
If th e elections tu rn ou t to be a farce th e 
American gov ernment will h av e less ex cu se for 
stay ing inv olv ed th an it d id at th e time of Diem’s 
d eath . Th at time th is cou ntry cou ld argu e th e people 
h ad no ch ance to ch oose a gov ernment. 
Th ere can’t be th at ex cu se now if th e elections are 
frau d u lent alth ou gh it cou ld be argu ed th is migh t 
be ex pected in a cou ntry wh ich nev er h ad a freely 
ch osen gov ernment and was still stu mbling in th at 
d irection. 
Th ere is someth ing else ad d ing to American 
d iscontent and u neasiness 
Th e Sou th Vietnamese are mak ing at th is time a 
sorry contribu tion to th eir own d efense and fu tu re. 
As time proceed s, th is cou ntry is bearing most of th e 
bu rd en. 
As all th is h angs ov er th e h ead of Presid ent 
Joh nson—wh o meanwh ile h as promised to send 
anoth er 50,000 Americans into th e war—wh o is 
being h it with 
congressional 
d emand s th at range 
from stepping u p th e bombing to reappraising th e 
American presence in Vietnam to with d rawal of 
American forces and leav ing th e Vietnamese to 
settle th eir own problems. 
Joh nson h as stepped u p th e bombing bu t, u ntil th e 
elections are ov er nex t month , th e best h e can h ope 
for now is th at th ey won’t be a mess. If th ^ are, h e 
will h av e more problems abou t Vietnam, and more 
American d iscontent, th an h e faced since h e took 
office in 1963. 
He k nov irs, from pu blic opinion polls wh ich sh ow a 
d wind ling confid ence in th e way h e is h and ling th e 
war, th at th e slowpaced , d awd ling cou rse of th e 
conflict is h u rting h im with th e U.S. presid ential 
elections ju st ov er th e h orizon.

N EW Y O R K - (N E A )—E v ­ 
erything was ready at the 
Ohio State Penitentiary. W it­ 
nesses had b e e n notified, 
f o r m s filed, official details 
neatly completed. As for the 
electric chair itself, it had 
been carefully inspected and 
tested and stood in ominous 
waiting. 
The time was set for 8 p.m., 
a Friday. 
John McClellan was about 
to die. 
According to the laws of so­ 
ciety, McClellan deserved the 
fate. He had roped up a com­ 
panion, stabbed him and al­ 
lowed him to bleed to death. 
Afterwards, McClellan w a s 
caught, convicted a n d sen­ 
tenced to maximum punish­ 
ment. No mercy was recom­ 
mended. 
Yet mercy was given. Be­ 
cause of last-minute decisions 
the prisoner received two re­ 
prieves, one for 10 days, the 
other for three months. And 
today John McClellan sits in 
his cell and hopes for com­ 
mutation. 


He is hardly alone in this 
respect. There are 403 men 
l i k e him waiting in death 
houses all over America. Most 
have been there for months, 
some for years, at least one 
more than a decade. They,

l i k e McClellan, are waiting 
for the mercy which their 
juries did not recommend. 
And they, like McClellan, 


w ill probably get it. 
Fact is, the majority of 
death row inmates t o d a y 
stand small chance of ever 


being executed. The trend in 
the United States is moving 
dram atically away from legal 
homicide. And, for the first 
time in U.S. history, capital 
punishment is being virtuaUy 
ignored. 
Figures prove the point. In 
1935 there were 199 executions 
in the nation; in 1955 there 
were 76; in 1%5 there were 
seven. Last year only one. 
The conclusion is clear: The 
death penalty is dying. 
Indeed it is doornail dead in 
the 13 states which have al­ 
ready e i t h e r abolished or 
modified the execution law al­ 
together. And it is dead in a 
de facto sense in dozens of 
other states which haven’t in­ 
voked the law for years. Ten 
states haven’t held executions 
in this decade. New Hamp­ 
shire hasn’t held one since 
1939. 
“ We have a couple of con­ 
demned men in our prison 
r i g h t now,” says a New 
Hampshire policeman. “ B u t 
the only way either of them 
will ever die is by old age or 
accident.” 
M a n y people couldn’t be 
happier with this c u r r e n t 
swing to leniency. And among 
them is Sen. Philip Hart, (D- 
M ich .)— his state abolished 
CP in 1847 — who has asked 
Congress to outlaw the pun­ 
ishment on the federal level. 
He feels it isn’t asking for 
much since 73 other nations 
have already done so. 
Hart’s objections to th e 
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death penalty, he says, are 
“ clear and unmistakable.” It 
does not deter crime. It does 
not protect law enforcement 
officers. It does not permit 
rectification of errors. And it 
discriminates against minori­ 
ties and the poor. 
“ There was a time when 
human life was held to be 
cheap,” he says, “ but here 
(in America) we are taking 
another course. We are build­ 
ing a society devoted to sav­ 
ing lives, not destroying them. 
Yet so long as the death pen­ 
alty lasts we will be holding 
to the ancient admonition of 
an eye for an eye, a tooth for 
a tooth.” 
This view is staunchly sec­ 
onded by former Ohio Gov. 
Mike Disalle, who knows the 
agonies of CP first hand. Dur­ 
ing his four years in office, 
Disalle commuted six people 
from Ohio electrocution but 
unhappily could do nothing for 
a half-dozen others who died. 
Disalle is chairman of the 
National Committee to Abol­ 
ish the Federal Death Pen­ 
alty. “ We hope,” he says, 
“ that a federal ban will en­ 
courage the individual states 
to do likewise.” 
Several states doubtlessly 
will. 
Dozens of legislatures are 


considering it. New York, Ver­ 
mont, West Virginia and Iowa 
acted thus in 1965. Others may 
follow shortly. When murder­ 
er Aaron Mitchell was gassed 
in San Quentin, Calif., eariier 
this year several Episcopal 
churches tolled bells “ in peni­ 
tence” for mankind. 
The Department of Justice 
has gone on record for aboli­ 
tion. Commutations on t h e 
state level are at an all-time 
high. In Florida, a federal 
court has ordered a stay of 
execution for 51 death row in­ 
mates until the “ constitution­ 
ality 
0 f 
electrocution” 
i s 
cleared. In California, vari­ 
ous civil liberty maneuvers 
have at l e a s t temporarily 
blocked the execution of 58 
men in San Quentin Prison. 
Even the public has soft­ 
ened its attitude. Where the 
man on the street once fa­ 
vored CP by 69 per cent 
(1935), the Gallup Poll now in­ 
dicates 45 for, 43 against, 12 
no opinion. 
So the tide moves toward 
mercy. And while it does, 403 
condemned men wait. 


“ They know the odds are in 
their favor,” says an eastern 
warden. “ But late at night, 
all alone, the odds don’t mean 
a hell of a lot for a man who 
is sentenced to die.”

Roger Stevens, chairman of 
the National Council on the 
Arts, said at groundbreaking 
ceremonies for the sculpture, 
“ Chicago has taken a giant step 
forward aesthetically.” 
Edward C. Logelin, vice pres­ 
ident of United States Steel 
Corp. and a member of the 
mayor's Picasso Day Commit­ 
tee, said “ Foreigners will refer 
to Chicago as the home of Pi­ 
casso rather than A1 Capone.” 


Clair M. Roddewig, president 
of the Association of Western 
Railways and also a member of 
the committee, said, “ This will 
be a great art attraction and the 
greatest piece of outdoor art in 
the United States.” 


“ As for its meaning,” Rodde­ 
wig said, "it will have a differ­ 
ent meaning for everyone.”

WEST GLACIER, Mont. (AP) 
— The superintendent of Glacier 
National Park says lightning 
may have goaded two grizzly 
bears 
into 
k i l l i n g 
two 
19-year-old girls early Sunday 
as they slept in sleeping bags in 
this rugged wilderness. 
Killed in the separate inci­ 
dents 20 miles apart in the 
mountainous park on the Mon- 
tana-Canada border were Julie 
Helgeson of Albert Lea, Minn., 
and Michele Koons of San Die­ 
go, Calif. Roy Ducat, 18, of Per- 
rysburg, Ohio, was seriously in­ 
jured by the bear that killed 
Miss Helgeson. 
Forest rangers pressed 
a 
search for the killer animals. 
Park Supt. Keith Neilson said 
his only theory on the attacks 
was that lightning strikes in the 
park alarmed the normally shy, 
near-sighted grizzlies into at- 
tacking. 
Lightning started 14 forest 
fires in the park Saturday and 
Sunday. More than 400 firefigh­ 
ters tried to control them. The 
park has had no rain since 
June. 
“ There seems to be an asso­ 
ciation between the lightning 
and the attacks,” Neilson said, 
“ but we can’t be sure. There is 
no scarcity of natural food and 
the grizzly is an unusually shy 
animal. It’s strange for them to 
attack.” 
Neilson said he has had sever­ 
al reports of bears nudging peo- 


newspapers to show the like 
ness. 
Architect William E. Hart­ 
mann of the firm Skidmore, Ow- 
ings & Merrill, a friend of the 
artist who was instrumental in 
arranging for the gift, shares 
that view. 
Hartmann visited Picasso at 
his home in the South of France 
several times and arranged for 
the artist to design a sculpture 
ftr the plaza in front of the 
city’s new Civic Center, the 
city’s tallest building, made of 
rusty steel and glass. 
Picasso presented the design 
as a gift to the city. His 42-inch 
iron model for the work was 
given to the Art Institute after 
the 50-foot sculpture was fabri­ 
cated at the American Bridge 
Division of United States Steel 
Corp. in Gary, Ind. 
The sculpture was paid for 
with gifts totaling $300,000 from 
private foundations.

Neilson said Glen Cole, Park 
Service biologist from Yellow­ 
stone National Park, had been 
summoned to try to figure out 
why the bears attacked. 


Park rangers armed with ri­ 
fles combed the Granite Park 
Chalet area where Miss Helge­ 
son was attacked and the Trout 
Lake area 20 miles west where 
Miss Koons was killed. All trails 
in the area were closed to cam­ 
pers and hikers. 


Ducat, who was recovering in 
a Kalispell hospital, told rang­ 
ers that the bear attacked Miss 
Helgeson first, then pounced on 
him in his sleeping bag nearby. 
He said he escaped and the bear 
went back to Miss Helgeson. 


Ducat staggered bleeding and 
in shock to a nearby campsite 
and other campers helped him 
to a chalet a quarter mile away.

The Walt Disney Studios, in 13 
years of weekly television, an­ 
nually sinks between $5(K),000 
and $1 million more into its pro­ 
grams than it receives for the 
broadcasts. This would seem a 
one-way street to fiscal disas­ 
ter but it, too, is not what it 
seems. 
Lucy and Dean produce their 
shows with most of their mon­ 
ey: Carson has some of his staff 
to pay. And Disney figures its 
television loss as an advertising 
profit. 
“ Television is a great avenue 
of us to enter the family when it 
is at home,” explained the stu­ 
dio’s production head, William 
G. Anderson. “ It builds our im­ 
age—and then there is that 
end-plug on each show that is 
part of our deal.” 
The end-plug is the portion of 
each show when the audience is 
told about the excitements of 
the Disneyland amusement park 
or the charms of the latest Dis­ 
ney film soon to play in their 
neighborhood theater. The stu­ 
dio even has made whole pre­ 
programs a plug by taking view­ 
ers on a trip through Disney­ 
land. 
Walt Disney, who served as 
host on his television series 
from its beginnings on ABC, 
died last December. But about 
the only difference next sea­ 
son’s viewers will notice is that 
the familiar, gentle-voiced crea­ 
tor of Mickey Mouse will not in­ 
troduce each show. 


“ We found that if a show im­ 
pressed itself on public’s mind, 
we could bring it back again 
and again,” Anderson said. 
“ ‘Snow White’ is on its fifth 
time around as a theatrical 
film—and it is making more 
money than it did on its first 
reissue. We believe that you can 
reissue a theatrical film like 
that successfully every seven 
years. But in television, you can 
return it in five years as we did 
with ‘Davy Crockett’ and hit a 
new audience of children who 
have grown up to it.” 
The nature and cartoon shows 
take longest to make-over a 
year—but like m(»t other Dis­ 
ney products, have more than 
one use. 
“ We can edit them down from 
television size and make theatri­ 
cal short features of them,” An­ 
derson explained. “ The two- and 
three-part action programs can 
be turned into theatrical tilms 
and shown abroad.” 
Television may not directly 
make money for Disney, but it 
has sometimes helped in other 
areas. 
“ We started to develop the 
‘Shaggy Dog’ at ABC as a fami­ 
ly television series,” Anderson 
recalled. “ But ABC said no, it 
wanted a Western. Walt was up­ 
set about it, and changed it into 
a theatrical film by combining 
the three or four programs we’d 
made. It turned into a hit and 
made a bucket of money for 
us.”

The studio has in its vaults at 
least 40 films, including a num­ 
ber of family classics, which 
have never been released for 
television use, one of the few 
such untapped treasure troves 
left. 
“ Somebody is always talking 
to us about getting them,” An­ 
derson said. “ But it has never 
seemed practical to let them 
go—not even the ones in black 
and white like ‘The Absent- 
Minded Professor’—when there 
is even more to be made by 
reissuing them for theater use.” 
This season Disney’s Sunday 
NBC hour probably will consist 
of 25 new—new to television,, 
that is—shows and 13 repeats of 
those shows with reruns of pro­ 
grams from past seasons filling 
out the year.

NEW YORK (AP) - Erro rs 
in fo recasting, the v ery i^ill 
that brewers sell, ex plains why 
the sto ck market co mmunity 
was surprised by the paper 
sto rm that has fo rced the na­ 
tio n’s ex changes to clo se early . 
Very few bro kers fo resaw the 
tremendo us v o lume that has 
buried them, ev en tho ugh the 
co nditio ns were brewing fo r 
mo nths and y ears and are ev en 
the result o f their o wn pro mo ­ 
tio nal effo rts. 
It to o k fro m 17 92, when the 
New Yo rk Sto ck Ex change was 
established, until 1929 to get o ne 
billio n shares listed o n the Big 
Bo ard. No w the number is 11 
billio n, and the rate o f gro wth 
indicates 30 billio n shares by 
197 5. 
Mo reo v er, mo st o f this in­ 
crease has dev elo ped in the past 
decade. And with it has co me 
two related dev elo pments that 
hav e caused an accumulatio n o f 
paperwo rk no t seen since the 
Great Crash in 1929: 
1. An eno rmo us gro wth in the 
number 
o f 
perso ns 
o wning 
sto ck, fro m 6 millio n in 1952 to 
mo re than 22 millio n to day . 
2. A new, swinging attitude o n 
the part o f so me institutio ns— 
trade in and o ut quickly , rather 
than inv est fo r the lo ng term. 
Why didn’t Wall Street and 
the natio n’s o ther sto ck market 
streets fo resee these ev ents and 
make plans to handle the result­ 
ing v o lume? 
Fo r o ne thing, it is said relia­ 
bly that New Yo rk Sto ck Ex ­ 
change pro jectio ns are co nserv ­ 
ativ e. It is o ne thing fo r the ex ­ 
change to fo recast v o lume o f 10 
o r 11 millio n shares. It is ano th­ 
er thing to pro duce it. 
The reaso ning o f so me inv est­ 
ment men is that the Big Bo ard 
’wo uld rather underestimate and 
hav e members co mplain abo ut 
the abundance o f pro fitable 
business than o v erestimate and 
hav e member firms geared up, 
at great co st, fo r business that 
do esn’t co me. 
Nev ertheless, ev en tho ugh it 
is o bv io us to mo st peo ple no w 
that the fo recasts underestimat­ 
ed v o lume, many firms hav e 
been slo w to ackno wledge it.

“ We’re at the mercy o f the 
who le wo rld,’’ said o ne Wall 
Street ex ecutiv e, “ Almo st ev - 
eiy thing that happens in the 
wo rld affects us—wars, budgets. 


emo tio ns—and we hav en’t a 
thing to say abo ut it.’’ 
And so , as so metimes happens 
with the sto cks they trade in, 
bro kers no w are reacting rather 
than anticipating the ev ent. This 
is what is teing do ns: 
1. Reco gnizing that this bo ­ 
nanza o f big v o lume is no t just a 
squall but a well dev elo ped 
sto rm, so me firms are making 
permanent 
enlargements 
o f 
staff, equipment and space. 
2. Wo rkers are being recruit­ 
ed fro m po o ls o f unemplo y ed 
ho usewiv es and retired steno g­ 
raphers. 
3. Wo rkers are being upgrad­ 
ed to handle mo re respo nsible 
jo bs. 
4 . Mo re wo rk is being auto ­ 
mated. 
But the final so lutio n o f paper­ 
wo rk pro blems is the first 
co urse mentio ned, to build in 
new capacity , a co urse ti». 
m<Kt are reluctant to pursue un­ 
til they hav e ev ery assurance 
that the heav y v o lume will co n­ 
tinue. 


“ Ex pansio n is v ery ex pen­ 
siv e,’’ said o ne bro kerage ho use 
partner. “ We need to be careful 
in hiring because we do n’t be­ 
liev e in dumping peo ple when 
the market slo ws; 
it’s bad 
lo ng-term 
business. 
We’re 
pressed fo r help but we still 
hav e to remain selectiv e.” 


It isn’t difficult to find ev i­ 
dence that ex pansio n is co stly . 
Bro kerage ho use clerical jo bs 
hav e alway s had a big, co stly 
turno v er rate. One ho use, fo r in­ 
stance, set o ut to hire 150 new 
wo rkers, but because o f turn­ 
o v er during the training perio d 
had to hire 300. 


Nev ertheleæ, added capacity 
seems to be the answer. Sho rter 
ho urs, tempo rary help, ev en a 
fo ur-day week are admissio ns o f 
failure by a business that did its 
best to pro mo te and enco urage 
big v o lume. 


Co mmenting o n the inadequa­ 
cy o f sho rter ho urs, o ne bro ker 
declared: “ The ho urs are no t 
to o lo ng as it is. 1 think the 
c(Hintiy has the right to ex pect 
liquidity in transferring sto cks. 
Sho rter ho urs aren’t the answer. 
Greater capacity is.”
